telephone call at 9:03 o'clock for 
the fire at 368 Downs street. This 
is a two-family house.. The

Robinson on the first floor. 


According to the fire chief, Billy 


Robinson was playing with the 
lighter in the bedroom and set 
fire to tho window curtains. Near 
the window was the crib in which 
was sleeping the 
boy's 
baby 


brother, Gerald. The fire ignited 
the mattress of the crib. 


But for the quick action of the 


mother, the fire chief said; the 
liaby undoubtedly would have been 
suffocated by Ihe smoke. 


Billy, after setting fire to the 


curtains, ran out of the room to 
itad his mother, who was hanging 
some clothes on the line from the 
back porch. She rushed into the 
bedroom and picking up the baby 
irom the crib ran from the room 
and telephoned the fire depart- 
ment. 


The damage was confined to the 


bedroom. 


Monday evening at 9:27 o'clock 


the fire department responded to 
a still alarm from the Ten Broeck 
Dress Co. factory at 
66

Broeck avenue. The fire depart- 
ment officials said that a.portable 
oil heater used to heat the fac- 
tory had started smoking

afternoon in the plant ,and em- 
ployes had removed it to the load- 
"ng plant.

Governor Dewey asked the Legis- 
lature today to vote $35,000,000 
for emergency housing, grant spe- 
cial tax and rent ceiling exemp- 
tions to encourage reconversion 
of unoccupied dwellings, and to 
create a joint board with broad 
Towers to speed shelter construc- 
:ion. 


In a special message, the gover- 


nor also projected n permanent 
lousing program calling for im- 
mediate authorization 'to lend the 
$80,000,000 
left 
in the state's 


$300,000,000 low-rent housing fund 
and an increase in the anual hous- 
ing subsidy to $9,000,000. 


"In our own state the present 


need is for about 225,000 non-farm 
dwellings," apart 
from replace- 


ment of sub-standard quarters, 
Dewey reported. "By next De- 
cember," he said, "it is estimated 
that the need for additional hous- 
ing will have risen to 269,000 
units." 


Pledges Full Support 


There is no miraculous solution 


of the housing problem, 
Dcwcy 


declared, because of shortages of 
materials and labor. 
But 
he 


pledged, the lull services of 
the 


state in attacking the crisis "on a 
broad front." 


Dewey recommended that the 


$35,000,000 be appropriated from 
the postwar reconstruction fund. 
He expressed doubt that all of 
this would be spent but said "we 
s*.:ould make available more than 
may be needed rather than 
run 


the risk of falling short of what 
is' required.-" 


For temporary shelter he advo- 


cated the conversion .of military 
installations, 
the 
use of 2.50C 


trailers requested of the federal 
government, where feasible, the 
conversion of abandoned schools, 
club houses, industrial buildings, 
one and two-family houses and 
even ships. 


Wants Joint Board 


He requested the Legislature to 


formalize 
the existence of an 


emergency housing joint board 
consisting of the state commis- 
sioners of housing, public works, 
and standards and purchase. 


These commissioners, who have

Island and the Coast 


.Guard's Manhattan Beach plant, 
would be empowered to make con- 
tracts ior acquiring, building, leas- 
ing or operating 
"all necessary 


and practical forms of emergency 
housing." 


War veterans would be given 


preference in renting all 
tem- 


porary shelter. 


In or near New York city. New 


Rochelle, Syracuse and Niagara 
Falls arc military installations 
easily 
convertible into 
civilian 


dwellings. Dewey reported. "Other 
military installations which arc 
expected to be vacated during the 
year may provide sources of build* 
inn materials." 


He also recommended an addi- 


tional 52.750.000 annually in sub- 
sidies for low-rent housing con- 
struction. This would require ap- 
proval of *hc voters. The present 
annual maximum subsidy is 56.- 
250.000.
